It  is  not  unwise  to  assume  that  Ja&ob  and  his  descendants  were 
\  scattered  through  aoaeh  of  the  Northwest  Territory  settling  predomln^ 
gently  in  and  around  what  is  now  Franklin  County*  Indiana*  It  is  after 
\r  the  birth  of  Jaoob  Jr®  that  the  family  first  Is  widely  known  in  the 

xlooale0 

\  ,  At  this  point*  there  will  be  a  digression  as  a  deseription  of  the 
’Franklin  County#. r©a*  its  people*  its  geography*  and  historical  siguif 
^loanee  are  neoeas&py  for  us  to  trace  and  to  understand  the  activities 
kof  Jacob  Barriekman  Jr®  and  his  kiti.o 


Indians  of  the  Miami  tribe  h@ld  ©lata  to  the  Whit©  Water  Valley 
in  Franklin  County®  ^Squatters54®  knowing  ho®  shaky  these  claims  were®* 
and  that  the  Indians  resided  not  in  the  valley  itself*  but  up  along  the 
Wabash  River » —entered  into  the  area  and  mad®  homes® 


On  August  3rd*  1795*  under  the  terms  of  the  Greenville  Treaty*  all 
Indian  olai:$s  to  the  ©astern  portion  of  Franklin  Oounty  were  ” thrown  ©s&t® 
an!  vast  new  territory  was  opened  to  the  ©ver^inoreasing  horde  of  set® 
tiers®  Th©i?o  pioneers  of  German  and  Irish  origin  travelled  westward  by 
way  of  m  old  India®  trail  running  from  the  White  River  to  the  Ohio®  Bp 
Shis  Sams  White  River  ©am©  the  Morovlans*  the  first  missionaries  in  this 
are&p.  about  1801* 


The  first  regular  land  entry  was  mad®  on  May  25th 9  1803  by  a  Boa® 
jamin  McCarthy*  a  veteran  of  the  Revolutionary  War®  Three  years  later * 
in  1804*  Jacob  Barriekman  Sr,  mad©  a  claim  to  land  in  Franklin  Count y0 
(The  tardiness  of  his  ©X&Iaa  was  undoubtedly  du©  to  first  selling  hi® 
holdings  In  Casspb©!!  County* 


Earlier  the  Swans  and  the  Templetons*  the  Hannahs  and  the  Ewings* 
had  settled  in  what  Is  known  as  Franklin  County*  Indiana®  It  was  John 
Templeton*  territorial  representative  at  Vincennes*  who  suggested  that 
the  new  county  (it  had  formerly  been  a  part  of  Dearborn  County®  Indiana" 
b©  ©ailed  ^Franklin*© 


The  families  mentioned  above  all  were  closely  linked  with  the  Bar® 
rlokmans  during  the  early  years  of  Franklin  County®  The  Barrlelmans 0  in 
f&Qt f  married  into  both  the  Templetons  and  the  Hannahs*  time  and  fclsa© 
again®  A  member  of  the  Hannah  family*  Robert  Hanna(h)*  %a&$  the  first 
sheriff  of  Franklin  County  and  became" a  Baited  States  senator  fro®.  Xndi- 
ana  in  1831. 


On  January  10th*  1811®  Franklin  County  was  deelared  a  separate 
entity®  A  militia  was  formed  to  fight  Indians®  Thi*?  militia  was  headed 
by  William  Abernathy*  a  gentleman  who  lived  to  be  @p  and  be  known  m  th@ 
last  survivor  of  the  War  of  1012  In  southeastern  Xndiango  ^William  So 


Barrlekman  served  In  the  War  from  this  area*  w©  do  not  have  additional 
records  on  this*  and  would  appr@©Iat©  any  information  available®) 

Fairfield g  Indiana*  v&g  laid  out  In  1815 o  (I  im&gin®  that  ^ere 
oust  be  persons*  living  in  cr  near  Fairfield*  who  might  own  an  early 

plot  map  of  Fairfield  o) 

It  was  not  until  after  the  War  of  X812«®and  the  maaae©  of  Madias 
raids  had  been  gotse&hafc  lessened— that  Franklin  County*  Indiana  with 
Brookvllle  as  its  aou&ty  seat  began  to  grow  at  anyg£?®&t  rat®o 

It  is  interesting  to  note  th©  various  types  of  Industry  in  Franklin 
County*  Indiana  in  1817:— on©  gristmill*  two  sawmills*  two  fulling  (»io) 
mills*  three  eardlng  machines*  on®  printing  off lee*  a  ohalrm&ker*  a 
©ooper*  a  jail*  markethouse*  also  silversmiths*  saddlers*  ©ablest  makers, 
hatters*  tailors*  boot  and  shoe  makers*  two  tanners®  and  ©urrlers*  and 
five  taverns®  To  tend  to  the  various  needs  of  the  growing  population 
were  added  seven  stores 0 

Indiana  wag  taken  into  the  union  on  December  11th*  1816©  Franklin 
County  was  see ond  in  size  to  Ka os  County*  -Indiana*  whS@h  claimed  Vineannes* 
as  ©ouafcy  seat®  Vlnoennes  being  the  oldest  town  In  the  state® 

Franklin  County®  Indiana*  had  Its  first  post  office  in  1815®  Mail 
was  earried  on  horseback  and  later  in  stag®  ©caches©  The  first  ©hureh 
in  Franklin  County  was  a  Baptist  ehureh  built  in  August  of  18X2®  In  Fair  - 
field*  in  1818*  the  Barrlekman  family  attended  the  Baptist  ehureh  that  ha? 

be©n  erected  there® 

All  able-bodied  men  between  the  ages  of  18  and  45  were  members  of 
the  militia  which  served*  not  only  as  a  means  of  protection  against  the 
Indians*  but  as  a  source  of  entertainment®  By  1830  the  militia  had  died 
out— large  ©amp  meetings  took  Its  pls.ee  with  the  pious  Barrlekman  famil¬ 
ies  in  nightly  attendance® 

The  John  Bgirriekman  and  Jacob  B&rri-kkaiaa  Jr®  families  moved  to  Illi¬ 
nois— the  former  remaining  and  settling  dowis  near  Ehelbyville*  where*  today 
stand  Barrlekman  homes*  and  wke*r®  also  II©  countless  Barriekman  grave©® 

Jacob  Barrlekman  Jr®  returned  to  Fairfield  in  Fairfield  Township* 
franklin  County*  Indiana*  It  a  later  date  his  sons  moved  down  into  Ripley 
County*  Green©  County*  and  Marion  County®  This  group  of  Barriokmans 
were  mainly  farmers— ©ontent  to  till  the  soil  and  to  let  cohere  oeeupy 
the  political  seats  and  handle  governmental  affairs©  Kin  of  this  family 
are  still  farming  the  fertile  soil  of  Indiana® 


ti  ->  i  olony  of  Pennsylvania  (or  perhaps  in  Frederick  County 
Maryland).  He  was  a  son  of  Peter  Bergman  (Barrackman,  Barg- 
raan)  who  had  emigrated  to  the  American  colonies  in  1749/50 
Ir or  the  Palatinate  in  Germany,  Jacob’s  mother  was  named 
Ur3ulla,  and  she  passed  away  a  few  years  after  Jacob’s  birth 
Jacob  Barrickman  grew  up  in  the  wilderness  of  frontier  Mary¬ 
land  and  Pennsylvania.  The  Conococheague  Territory^,  one  of 
the  most  untamed  areas  in  the  colonies ,  was  the  scene  of  fre¬ 
quent  Indian  uprisings.  At  the  time  of  the  French  and  Ind¬ 
ian  .Var  (in  which  Jacob’s  father  v/as  a  soldier),  the  indians 
rose  up  and  scattered  most  of  the  settlers  over  Into  the 
wilds  of  Bedford  and  Westmoreland  Counties  in  Pennsylvania? 
Peter  Barrackman  and  his  growing  family  were  among  this  group 
of  displaced  settlers.  Jacob’s  father  was  a  typical  rough 
Ge  man- American  pioneer.  As  young  Jacob  grew  up,  he  probably 
spent  many  long  hours  tilling  the  soil  with  his  brothers  and 
helping  his  father  run  the  ferry  boat  which  he  ran  near  Fort 
Pitta 


Then  the  horror  of  war  swept  into  the  fertile  valleys 
of  ‘.Ve stern  Pennsylvania?  Jacob  Barrickman,  at  the  tender  age 
of  seventeen,  helped  the  American  colonial  cause  by  enlisting 
In  military  service  in  the  revolution.  He  served  with  the 
near-legendary  Captain  Jeremiah  Lochrey  from  April  to  October 
of  3.780  In  the  defense  of  the  Pennsylvania  frontiers.  The 
battles  in  which  the  young  man  took  part  were  bloody,  and 
Jacob  had  to  worry  about  the  illusive  Indian  as  well  as  the 
regiments  of  British  troops , 

Jacob  Barrickman  married  to  Jane  Swan  of  Pennsylvania 
on  March  24,  1784  at  Newport,  Kentucky,  Jacob  and  Jane 
were  blessed  with  eleven  childrens  Martha,  Mary  (Polly), 
Sarah,  Jane,  John,  Jacob  Jr.,  Keturah,  Nancy,  James  T*, 
William  and  Eliza  May, 

Jacob  Barrickman  and  his  family  were  still  in  Campbell 
Co.,  Kentucky  in  1791  where  he  was  called  as  "one  of  the 
chief  men  of  Newport."  They  remained  in  the  area  of  Camp¬ 
bell  County  until  1812  when  they  moved  over  to  Franklin  Co,, 
Indiana,, 

Frontier  Indiana  was  also  a  wilderness *  Almost  as  if 
he  felt  the  restless,  "on-the-move"  pioneer  spirit  which 
Frederick  Jackson  Turner  wrote  about,  Jacob  moved  to  the 
hoosier  state  for  "elbow  room,."  He  received  two  govern¬ 
ment  land  grants?  one  in  1811  and  another  in  1814,  (Jacob’s 
father  had  also  moved  to  Indiana  at  an  earlier  time  In  the 
vicinity  of  Knox  County) 0 

Jacob  could  watch  his  many  offspring  and  grandchildren 
grow  and  prosper  in  the  new  area  around  Fairfield  Township, 
His  wife  died  on  May  29,  1833,  and  Jacob  Barrickman  followed 
her  on  February  25,  1842.  He  v/as  buried  on  the  Cory  Farm  in 
Franklin  County.  lie  v/as  a  typical  example  of  the  pioneer 
type  which  characterized  our  early  America*
